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Crowds up for 
summer soccer

IF public response is 
any indication of 
success, and by 
rights it should be 
one of the best indi- 
cators, the QUIT 
National Soccer 
League's first sum- 
«mer season was just 
that. 

The 26 regular season 
rounds of the 1989/90 
season attracted an offi- 
cial total attendance of 
538.474 spectators — an 
increase of 32 percent 
on last season. 

By official, we mean 
that crowds were based 
on the figures that 
appeared in the hand- 
outs released by the 
NSL every week. not 
the inflated attendances 
given out by still far too 
many clubs. 

If you divide the 
538.474 spectators by 
the 26 rounds played, 
one arrives at a very re- 
spectable figure of 
20,771 fans per QNSL 
round. 

This is still way off the 
attendance figures 
reached in the late 1970s 
when the NSL was in its 
infancy. but it is a 
darned sight better than 
Jast year’s official total 
regular season atten- 
dance of 419,000. 

As well as a change in 
seasons, a switch to 
Sunday evenings re- 
sulted in Adelaide City 
attracting the biggest 
crowds in the QNSL as 
they averaged almost 
5.000 spectators a game 
in their return season to 
Hindmarsh Stadium — 
more than double the 


previous season's 
figures. 
City’s crosstown ri- 


despite 


being relegated, also be- 
nefited from summer 
night football, averag- 
ing some 3,000 home 
fans. 

And when the two 
clubs met. they drew the 
largest crowd of the reg- 
ular season — 10.556. 

In fact, every chib ex- 
cept Preston had a spec- 
tator percentage in- 
crease this season. 

While Preston's 
attendances nosedived 
because of their 
mediocre results, Mel- 
bourne — Croatia's 
zoomed at their well 
appointed Somers 
Street complex. 

They were second 
only to Adelaide City in 
the spectator stakes, 
averaging 4.778 per 
match. 


Marconi were the 
best supported side at 
home in Sydney where 
even Sydney Croati: 
despite a very bad sta 
to the season, finished 
ahead of Sydney 
Olympic, 

But even Olympic’s 
crowds were up six per- 
cent on last season 
which. let us not forget, 
was one of the wettest 
ever in NSW, with 
dozens of games resche- 
duled because of the 
rain, 

The bad weather this 
season only affected a 
couple of rounds, 

So it was not surpris 
ing that last season's 
attendance figures were 
exceptionally low. 

Thus, this season's in- 
crease in crowds has to 
be put in the right 
perspective, but even so 
summer soccer has 
proved very successful 
in its own right,

Sydney Olympic’s left 
midfielder Steve Re- 
fenes streaked away 
nine minutes after the 
break, but although well 
supported inside by 
Saad, elected to go 
along into Melbourne’s 
box where sweeper 
Selemides blocked his 
progress. 

In the 61st minute, 
from a free kick on the 
left for a foul on Re- 
fenes by Selemides, 
Olympic’s tenacious

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A tale of two Victoria meetings 


THE contrast within 
the 24-hour times- 
pan was quite 
dramatic. ‘ 

On the Wednesday 
night it was the ambi- 
tious and thoroughly 
professional Amateur 
and Industrial League’s 
night for announcing a 
new $10,000 sponsor- 
ship. 


Aboard a Yarra River 
punt, club representa- 
tives, media and special 
guests watched on as 
Teague heads once again 
were able to talk at 
length about the posi- 
tive steps being taken by 
one of the state's least 
profiled soccer bodies. 

Less than 24 hours la- 
ter, we were aboard the 
good ship VSF at the 
Diplomat Motor Inn in 
St Kilda looking on as 
Victoria's alleged most 
senior body torpedoed 
itself straight through 
the hull again, 

So whilst the 
amateurs took another 
step forward, the Victo- 
rian Soccer Federation 
took a couple of giant 
strides backwards, 

‘And once again the 
game was the big loser 
as Victorian senior club 
representatives man- 
aged to tear a few more 
strands from the fabric 
of the game, 


TOKEN 


My summation is that 
Victorian soccer, at 
senior level, is tearing 
itself apart at the seams. 

The gentlemen, and 
token women, on hand 
for this VSF special 
general meeting, were 
there to vote on two 
proposed amendments 
to the constitution. 

Representatives of all 
of Victoria's senior 
clubs (i.e NSL, State 
League and Victorian 
League) were to consider 
the issues of a change in 
the voting system, to 
make allowances for a 
current system weighted 
in favour of Victorian 
League clubs, and to 
(not again) vote on the 
formation of the now 
comical “Super League’. 

The styles of the 
potential voters con- 
trasted dramatically. 

Some spent what 
seemed like the entire 
evening asking fatuous 
questions to the VSF 
board members and 
then buttering up to ask 
the same questions 
again. 

Probably in a‘world of 
their own on a night 
when, to my mind any- 
way, self-interest ruled 


the waves anyway. 

Others, like one club 
rep next to me, yawned 
‘a few times, made his 
boredom obvious, heck- 
led once or twice and 
then left before the 
second proposition was 
voted on. 

And these guys are 
supposed to be casting 
votes “for the good of 
the game?” 

You have got to be 
kidding. 

I would not have let 
any more than about 
half of them run the 
chook raffle at my crick- 
et club. 


VSF chairman Vito 
Cilauro, a legal man, 
prior to the first propo- 
sal going up for grabs 
made what I felt was a 
sensible and compelling 
argument in favour of 
the clubs considering 
change. 

“If we want to be 
taken seriously we must 
prove that we have the 
courage to change the 
rules,” he told a hardly 
captive audience,

It sounded fair 
enough to me with the 
game in Victoria still 
very much hamstrung 
by a constitution drawn 
up 30 years ago by men 
with apparently little 
foresight. 

Without even attemp- 
ting to repeat George 
Wallace’s long-winded 
explanation of the first 
proposed amendment, 
put simply it was to en- 
sure parity between the 
voting rights of NSL and 
State League clubs and 
those of Victorian 
League clubs. 

As it stood, the Victo- 
rian League outfits 
boasted 56 votes to the 
more senior clubs’ total 
of 52, 

If and when the State 
League becomes two di- 
visions (and knowing 
the determination of 
many at board level for 
this to happen you can 
put next week's rent on 
it eventuating) the votes 
would then be weighted 
in favour of the more 
senior clubs. 


MOTION 


Had the eligible 
members seen fit to pass 
the motion, it would 
have meant that regard- 
less of the make-up of 
the various leagues, in 
future there would not, 
under the complicated 
new regulations, be any 
such disparity between 
the two parties. 


Question time prior 
to the vote became a 
platform for mainly side 
issues. 


One gentleman kept 
insisting that it should 
be one club, one vote. 
Many nodded approval. 

Now why, say, a 
Fourth Division outfit 
which serves to ensure a 
game for 11 good mates 
each weekend but has 
no facilities or future 
should have the same 
say in running affairs as 
a South Melbourne Hel- 
las is totally beyond me. 


Surely, the idea is 
that clubs which do have 
aspirations to greatness, 
which do provide facili- 
ties, have financial 
backing and support 
(and look after that sup- 
port) should be the lead- 
ers of this organisation 
going into the 21st 
century? 

If everyone can get 
everything they want by 
remaining in Fourth Di- 
vision, what incentive is 
there anyway? 

Perhaps the ideal 
situation would be five 
equal divisions of the 
State League — all with 
one vote each — and, at 
least if the game goes 
nowhere, everyone at 
the VSF AGM will be 
satisfied. 

But I digress. 

Victorian League 
Management Commit- 
tee chairman Joe 
Docherty had not en- 
deared himself to the 
VSF board, of which he 
is also a member, by 
throwing @ spanner in 
the form of a letter 
prompting clubs to vote 
‘no’ to both proposals. 

The letter was sent to 
clubs only days before 
the meeting and distri- 
buted prior to the meet- 
ing itself. 


SENSIBLE 


Docherty, who has al- 
ways appealed to me as 
being a sensible chap 
with the game at heart, 
was stopped in his 
tracks when he tried to 
justify his actions in 
front of the anxious 
throng. 

We shall discuss 
Docherty’s role in pro- 
ceedings and reprint a 
section of his letter a lit- 
tle later. 

VSF chairman John 
Dimtsis managed the fi- 
nal word, encouraging 
the members that to 
vote ‘yes’ was the ‘right 
way to go’. 

The motion was defe- 
ated despite a 62 to 38 
vote in favour as in both 
votes a 75 percent mar- 
gin was required. 

The second issue was 
that of the proposed 
“Super League’. 

I've made my opin- 
ions public on the issue 
many times and suffice 
to say I had my fingers 
crossed that this time all 
would be well. 

Question time wasn't 
quite so drawn out this 
time. 

It seemed that earlier 
suspicions that the VSF 
board was trying to put 
one over the clubs had 
given way to dowrnight 
mistrust. 

And anyway, many of 
the members were, it 
seemed, just keen to get 
on with it and get home 
for dinner.

Some, in fact, did. 

Typical of the selfish 
nature of some clubs it 
was then proposed that 
the second amendment 
be, would you believe, 
amended. 


Confused? 
It’s pretty simple 
really. 


The original proposal 
was for the top 14 clubs 
in this season's State 
League to become the 
1991 ‘Super League’ 
with the necessary 
adjustments made down 
through the leagues. 

The amendment to 
the amendment, prop- 
osed (surprise, surprise) 
by a member whose 
club just happened to be 
relegated from the State 
League last season, was 
that there be two divi- 
sions of 12 clubs to be 
formed next year, each 
of equal importance, 
with the top six in each 
at the end of 1991 to 
become the ‘Super 
League’ in 1992. 


PROPOSAL 


This, by the way, was 
the same proposal 
which was voted out 
around nine months ago 
by the same clubs. 

Nine months and 
some $25,000 down the 
gurgler later (remember 
the VSF's Supreme 
Court case) we were 
back to consider the 
‘same thing. 

After a half-hour 
time-out to give the 
SF's solicitor a chance 
to draft the amended 
amendment, some san- 
ity was returned to pro- 
ceedings when the 
second amendment was 
thrown out 66 to 28. 

The original amend- 
ment went up next. 

It crashed too. A 67 
for and 23 against vote 
meant that the 75 per- 
cent majority was not 
reached. 

It was later revealed 
that one NSL club voted 
informally and that four 
State League clubs had 
voted against the prop- 
osal, 


It takes little imagina- 
tion to guess which of 
the State League clubs 
swung the vote. 

In effect, it means 
that the VSF is locked 
into a ridiculously large 
18-team State League 
for 1991 or a 19, 20 or 
perhaps 21-team com- 
petition if Victoria’s 
NSL clubs are rele- 
gated. 

For ‘Super League’ 
‘supporters all is not lost. 

Four clubs had, by 
the end of the evening, 
already petitioned the 
VSF to hold another 
such special general 
meeting to again vote 
on the proposed stream- 
lined competition. 


GEORGE WALLACE — his lengthy explanation failed to sway several 
Victorian League clubs who voted again in their self-interest 


Which, I guess, is fair 
enough, except for the 
fact that it costs the VSF 
around $2,500 to get 
each special general 
meeting up and 
running. 


And it seems the 
clubs only turn up to 
vote against’ their own 
interests and, subse- 
quently, against the best 
interests of the game. 


At least that’s the way 
it seems, on what I wit- 
nessed on the night. 

The logic of voting 
parity and the end to a 
cumbersome State 
League was, to me, 
clear-cut. 


In the end confusion 
— and a marked lack of 
interest by some mem- 
bers — cost the game 
dearly. 

‘There is no doubt that 
the Joe Docherty letter 
wielded some influence 
on the outcome of the 
evening. 


COURAGE 


Docherty, who de- 
fended his position by 
maintaining that he rep- 
resented the 56 Vii 
rian League clubs and 
their board and his 
obligations were with 
them, showed the cour- 
age of his convictions by 
staying around long af- 
ter the meeting had en- 
ded to field questions by 
an apparently hostile 
media. 


Docherty denied that, 
as a VSF board mem- 
ber, he had agreed two 
days previously to sup- 
port the proposed 
amendments. 

“The only thing we 
agreed on in principle 
was equal voting,” he 


“But as the VLMC 
chairman I had every 
right to release that 
letter. 

“We put proposals to 
the board which are 
almost always automa- 
tically defeated. 


“What we require is 
at least three of our 
members on the VSF 
Board of Manage- 
ment.” 

Docherty responded 
angrily to criticism that 
the Victorian League 
vote which basically 
crushed both proposals 
at his suggestion was a 
case of the ‘tail wagging 
the dog.’ 

He also refuted the 
suggestion that his en- 
couragement of the ‘no’ 
vote to both proposals 
was simply a protest 
vote to use as a lever to 
gain the extra VLMC 
representation on the 
VSF board. 

But, frankly, I believe 
that the encouragement 
of the ‘no’ vote was 
meant as nothing else 
but a protest vote to the 
board. 

As I see it, the Victo- 
rian League clubs voted 
against their own in- 
terests after reading the 
higly emotive docu- 
ment. 

Some of the senti- 
ments in the letter were 
spot-on, however. 

The final few para- 
graphs expressed the 
desire to ‘find long-term 
solutions to the prob- 
lems that affect the 
game.’ 

“We have the ideas 
ready, all we need is the 
time and the opportun- 
ity to present them to a 
tripartisan committee,” 
read the letter. 


SHAME 


What a shame the lIet- 
ter didn’t go on to say 
just what these ideas 
were. 

I rarely attend these 
VSF bunfights but I was 
assured that it would be 
a real eye-opener. 

I did and it was. 

The repercussions 
have followed, with 
suggestions that Vito 
Cilauro should resign as 
SF chairman. 

His alleged lack of 
strong leadership has 
been a concern express- 
ed by many in recent 


days. 

ASF commissioners 
have also stepped into 
the act, unofficially, of 
course, and the whisper 
is that they may sanc- 
tion a breakaway NSL 
‘Second Division’ to 
come out of Victoria. 

The ASF commis- 
sioners have privately 
expressed dismay at the 
(mis)handling of Victo- 
rian affairs. 


BREAKAWAY 


A breakaway league 
would eradicate any 
further embarrassment, 

The remarkable thing 
is that half a dozen peo- 
ple with foresight saw 
the need for a national 
soccer competition 
around 15 years ago and 
our code led the way 
with the NSL kicking off 
in 1977. 


Aussie rules, rugby 
league, basketball and 
baseball have all since 
followed suit in an 
attempt to streamline 
competitions. 

The NSW State 
League saw the value in 
cleaning up its own back 
yard not long ago and 
set about getting the job 
done with a minimum of 
fuss. 

Victorian clubs, it 
seems, still cannot see 
beyond the ends of their 
own noses and refuse 
the follow by (successful) 
example. : 

I was stunned at the 
attitudes expressed at 
the meeting in question 
and I guess I just 
wanted you, the general 
public, to be as well. 

These are, after. all, 
the people charged with 
controlling the destiny 
of your game. 

If you are satisfied, 
you darn well shouldn't 


be. 

And if you think this 
story is long-winded, 
you should have sat 
through the VSF special 
genera! meeting. 

Now we are set for 
another debacle in ab- 
out four weeks’ time! 


Australian soccer in 
1990 — fact or fiction? 


1990 was a big year 
for soccer in Aus- 
tral 

In the bi-annual test 
series clashes between 
‘Australia and England 
in July, a capacity crowd 
of 40,000-plus at the 
Parramatta Stadium saw 
the Australian Soccer- 
oos narrowly defeat En- 
gland in an exciting 
shoot-out finish to a 
drawn 5-5 after playing 
a fourth quarter of 
minutes extra-time, 

The Nine Network 
were, ecstatic with the 
telecast of the match 
which scored a rating of 
40 in Australia and 
which was also telecast 
live by Satel-Pac to Eng- 
land to an estimated 30 
million viwers. 

The previous month 
Australia defeated 
Japan 3-0 in Newcastle 
to secure a place at the 
1990 World Cup being 
played for the first time 
in the United States. 

Australia started joint 
favourites with the USA 
to take out this presti- 
gious event which will 
attract a television view- 
ing audience of over 
eight billion, 

The final was even- 
tually won by Canda, 
who defeated Brazil 2-0 
in the final. 


CRAIG JOHNSTON 


Australian coach 
Craig Johnston 
obtained permission 
from the English FA to 
have four of the Soccer- 
‘oos released from their 
English First Division 
clubs one month prior 
to the World Cup so 
they were able to join 
the Socceroos on their 
World Cup warm-up 
tour of South America. 

Parramatta Eels beat 
Gold Coast Surfers in 
the National Super 
League final 4-2 to walk 
away with the Sir 
Arthur George Trophy 
and $100,000 in prize 
money for the second 
year in succession. 

Officials at Bruce Sta- 
dium expressed concern 
about the increase in 
activity by ticket scal- 
pers, who this year were 
asking $50 for a cup fi- 
nal seat. 

Two new franchises 
were issued for the 
NSL. 


The Gosford Boat- 
men will join the 
Townsyille Sharks in 
1991, taking the NSL to 
a total of 20 franchises. 

Two other franchises 
have also changed 
hands, with Tooth 
Breweries buying the 
prestigious Tasmanian 
Tigers franchise in Ho- 
bart and Kerry Packer 


paying $500,000 for the 
Sydney | Slickers 
franchise. 


NSL coach Murray 
Barnes renewed his con- 
tract with Wollongong 
Wolves at an undisc- 
losed figure which is be- 
lieved to exceed 
$100,000. 

In an international 
challenge series played 
in December, the NSL’s 
Sydney Slickers com- 
peted against Spurs, 
Real Madrid and Celtic 
in a knock-out challenge 
series at Parramatta Sta- 
dium over a 10-day 
period. 

‘The series was won by 
Real Madrid, with 
Slickers in third place. 

The ASF formed ra 
Medical Review Com- 
mittee to prepare a re- 
port on injuries being 
sustained by players on 
Astro Turf and prepare 
recommendations on 
how best to overcome 
the problem of turf 
burns to players. 


The ASF also out- 
lawed the use of 
wooden and metal goal- 
posts and passed a man- 
datory ruling that polyp- 
ropylene-moulded goal- 
posts must be used by 
all soccer league clubs in 
the future. 

The new ruling allow- 
ing up to three substitu- 
tions to be made at the 
start of each 30-minute 
quarter in pro matches 
has now received unani- 
mous support from all 
coaches in the country, 

The NSW Soccer 
Federation set up a 
series of crash coaching 
courses for school 
teachers in an effort to 
cope with the 200,000 
young boys and girls 
now registered as junior 
players in that state. 

The year also saw the 

introduction of mixed 
teams of boys and girls 
competing at school and 
local club level, which is 
now allowable in all 
teams under 13 years of 
age. 
‘The year also saw 
NSW take out the Aus- 
tralian Schoolboys’ 
Carnival, with the Knox 
team narrowly beating 
Geelong Grammar 2-1 
at the Sydney Cricket 
Ground. 


The National Indoor 
Soccer League final at 
the Sydney Entertain- 
ment Centre was won 
by Liverpool Colts, who 
stormed to a 
tremendous finish in the 
final quarter against 
Perth Stingers to win 15- 
10... 

The above fact or fic- 
tion story appeared at 
the beginning of the 
ASF Marketing's splen- 
did report, published 
way back in 1981... 

As it turned out, 
some 10 years later, the 
story is fiction. 

But it could well have 
been fact had the pow- 
ers to be acted upon its 
positive recommenda- 
tions. 

I mention all this here 
‘on the eve of the release 
of the much talked ab- 
out Bradley Report. 

I do not share the en- 
thusiasm of most for the

Bradley Report for two 


reasons, 

It will tell us not one 
thing about how the 
game should be run in 
this country. 

Secondly, and more 
importantly, will its re~ 
commendations be 
acted upon? 


If past experience is 
any guide, the report 
will be released, praised 
— and nothing will be 
done to alter the direc- 
tion of our great game. 

I hope I am wrong. 

Whatever the Bradley 
Report confirms to us 
all, the problems within 
Australian soccer are 
quite simply that the 

ame is run by the 
POLITICAL procress, 
not the EXECUTIVE 


process. 

Until that basic fact 
changes, we can all talk 
and report as much as 
we like. 


Some years back I 
vividly remember tal- 
king to Frank Lowy, the 
former Sydney City sup- 
remo and leading 
businessman, about the 
possibilities of him tak- 
ing over the reins of the 
ASF once Sir Arthur 
George stepped down. 

“No chance,” said 
Frank “while the game 
is run on the political 
decision-making 
process. 

“I am an executive, 
not a politician, and I 
am not going to be on 
the phone all day and 
night making sure I 
have the numbers for 
any executive decision I 
may make.” 

‘That, I'm afraid, says 
it all. 

Hopefully, the Brad- 
ley Report will change 


-this, but I doubt it.

Billions of TV 


Cup viewers 


THE estimated 
number of televi- 
sion viewers for 
the forthcoming 
World Cup finals in 
Italy is now far 
greater than had 
hitherto been fore- 
cast on the basis of 
cautious figures 
issued by FIFA. 

Italy is situated in a 
time zone which serves 
large areas of the 
world’s population 
well, and taking into 
account the huge rise 
in expected viewers in 
Asia, this year’s World 
Cup will probably 
attract 26.5 thousand 
million television view- 
ers for all 52 World 
Cup matches. 


In the World Cup it 
Mexico in 1986, 13.5 
thousand million view- 
ers were reported to 
have watched all the 
games. 

The main reason for 
this astronomical leap 
in televiewers — prac- 
tically twice as many 
— can be traced to 
China. 

There has been an 
enormous increase in 
the number of televi- 
sion sets in the world’s 
most populous country 
and, what is more, in- 
terest in soccer has 
spread apace. 

The increase of 122 
percent in Africa can 
be explained by the 


number of countries 
(25 compared to 12 in 
1986) which have linked

up with the internati 
nal television signal, 
thus enabling them to 
tune into World Cup 
reports. 


3,750,000,000 are 
expected to watch the 
World Cup in Western 
Europe, a 12 percent 
increase on 1986. 

In Eastern Europe, 
a 10 percent increase is 
projected, and North 
America’s television 


at 520 million, a four 
percent increase on 
Mexico.

THE NSW Chal-

The Cup is a presti-
